A representative of the Sunbeam 
firm says that factory tests have 
demonstrated this car as capable 
of attaining a road speed in excess 
of 280 m. p. h. It will require at 
least four mileg in which to attain 
the car's maximum speed and six 
miles to bring it to a stop. 

The new Sunbeam is unique in 
several ways. It has two 12-cylin- 
der airplane engines, one in front 
as ustial, and the other over the 


‘back axle. Each of these engines 
j|flevelops 300 horsepower at its 


normal rate of rotation, 2000 revo- 
lutions per minute, though, if nec- 
essary, a higher speed and an in- 
creased power out»ut can be at- 
tained. These engines have their 
12 cylinders set in two rows of six 
at an angle of 60 degrees. Each cyl- 
inder has four valves and there are 
four overhead camshafts for each 
power unit. The bore and stroke 
are 122x160 m. m. (approximately 
4 138-16x6 5-16 inches), so that the 
piston displacement of each engine 
is, roughly 1380 cubic inches, or 
2760 cubic inches in all. There 
are four six-cylinder polar-induc- 
tor magnetos for each engine, four 
Claudel carburetors, and 48 spark 
Plugs in all. 


In chassis form, this immense 
car appears more like a part of 
the engine room of a battleship 
than an automobile. The frame 
is an imposing structure, consisting 
of two side members of pressed 
steei nearly two feet In depth at 
one point and more than 12 inches 
déep throughout the greater part 
of thelr length. The side mem- 
bers extend well behind the rear 
axle, the extreme ends carrying a 
gas tank with a 33-gallon capacity. 
At the front there are two dumb- 
irons, a teach side, one curving 
down from the top of the frame 
and the other curving up from the 
bottom, the two meeting in a 
bracket for a stout tubular section 
cross member.

SENSATIONAL case 
of alleged abduction 
is coming up in the 
French courts in a 
few days. 

A former prima 
ballerina, or chief 
ballet dancer, of the 
Paris Opera, named 
Mademoiselle Mar- 
celine Rouvier, has 
filed a suit against 
Lucien Muratore, the famous tenor, which 
reveals a stirring romance. 

Nineteen years ago Muratore and Made- 
moiselle Rouvier fell passionately in love 
with each other. 

She was only 20 then, and the best-look- 
ing ballet dancer at the Opera, while Mura- 
tore, who was tenor at the Opera Comique, 
Was just starting his great career. 

Before they knew it they had a baby 
named Ariane—a beautiful girl who is now 
the cause of an extraordinary tangle. 

“He promised to marry me and give the 
child his name just as soon as his reputa- 
tlon was made,‘ the mother sobs in her little 
apartment in the Montmartre quarter of 


Taris. 


“A few months after -Ariane was born 
Lina Cavalieri invited us to her magnificent 
chauteau near Paris to spend a few days 
and before we left I discovered that Lina 
and Lucien had fallen in love with each 
other. 

‘He freely confessed that he was tired of 
me, and eventually he married Lina.” 

Mademoiselle Rouvier gave Ariane an ex- 
cellent education and when Lucien = and 
Lina returned from America after the war 
she filed a suit against him for the child's 
support and was allowed 300 francs a month, 
which was $60 at the time. 

In 1924 the great tenor saw his beautiful 
young daughter for the first time in many 
years and, the latent father love welling up 
in him, he went before the French courts 
and legally recognized her as his daughter. 

Ariane began to visit Muratore and Cava- 
lleri, who had been married in 1914, and 
her mother allowed Cavalieri to take her 
on a Visit to Italy in the early spring of 
1926. 

“She was a changed eirl when ashe re- 
turned home,’ Mademolselle Rouvier = de- 
clares 

“The child who was devoted to her studies 
had succumbed to her father’s charms and 
Cavalleri's magnificent jewels, and had be- 
come a woman of the world. | 

“The only thing she thinks about now {s 
pleasure, and she wants to spend her life 
dancing and having a good time”

Rouvier allowed her to go to Rome a second 
time with Cavalleri in June and a little while 
later Muratore, who was managing his wife'a 
beauty shop in Paris, informed her that he 
had arranged a marriage for his daughter

exander Cavalieri, axed 35, an Ital- 

lan flying officer, as his own son in order 

to give him a name, although Alexander was 

born long before Muratore ever knew the 
sweet Italian song bird. 

“T am going fo marry Ariane to Alexan 
der,”’ he told Mademolselle Rouvier casually 
one day. 

The mother was furious because she had

courts.to annul Muratore’s legal recognition 
of paternity, as he was still married to Mad- 
ame Beritza of the Opera Comique when 
Ariane was born, although he was separated 
from her. Under French law a married man 
cannot recognize a child born in adultery, 
and the court set aside the recognition he 
had made in 1924. 


S THE court thereby stripped him of 
Aw authority over his daughter, Made- 

moiselle Rouvier demanded that he 
order Ariane to return to her. 

Ariane is now in Rome with Cavalieri 
end Muratore alleges that she remains there 
of her own free will. 

“IT cannot go before the Italian courts and 
charge her with abduction.” the mother 
SAYS. 

“She ts a warm friend of Mussolini and 
for that reason the Italian would 
favor her.” 

Mademoiselle Rouvier alleges that Mura- 
tore wishes to arrange this match because h- 
and Lina quarrel bitterly, but as it is to the 
material interest of both Lina and Lucien to 
retnain together they believe that the mar- 
riage of their children would be a sort of

Out the consent of their parents, and Ariane

After the Paris court annulled Muratore’a 
recognition of paternity the mother demand 
ed that he and Lina brink her daughter 
back to her home. 


“She is unwilling to 
return,” Muratore_ Iin- 
sisted and the mother 
thereupon filed a suit charging him with 
‘rapt de lenfant’’ which means abdoction 
or kidnaping, and the case will come up 
this month. 

“IT suppose a lot of people will say that 
this is just another case of a ballet gxirl who 
Slipped,” said Mademoiselle Rouvier the 
other day. 

“Some will blame me for not forcing Lu- 
Clen to marry me, but I tdolized hit so much 
ln those days that I would have laid down 
iy life for him if he had asked it.

“And others will blame me. for the selfish 
burpose of wanting my daughter to live with 
me in my modest little home Instead of Jet- 
ting her lead a life of gpalety and luxury in 
the palace of the wealtny diva who is now 
her iather’s wife.

Modern Americans 


Chancellor Hadley of W ashington University Sees 
Certain Aspects of 
Ancient and Contemporary Civilization That 


Extend Even to the Physical Appear- 


. 
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Chancellor Herbert S. Hadley.

IVE years ago Her- 
bert Ss. Hadley, 
Chancellor of Wash- 
ington University 
and former Gover- 
nor of Missouri, pub- 
lished an historical 
study. “Rome and the 
World Today.’ Like 
many another  his- 
torian before him 
Chancellor Hadley 
found atriking parallels between the civil- 
ization of Rome and that of the present age. 

Not only did he find similarities in the 
manner and methoda of government but he 
discovered, as well, similarities between the 
faces of the leaders of the Roman era and 
those of the present age, Roman noses and 
lofty foreheads on Federa! Judges and Con- 
gressiven. 

For five years, bearing these similarities 
in mind, he has observed the trend ef 
politics and the tendencies of modern edu- 
Cation as well as the life on the campus 
about him. Now Chancellor+Hadley has 
come to a new conclusion. 

The statesmen of the present day, he be- 
lieves, are of different caliber. They res+m- 
ble neither the leaders of Rome nor thoee 
of the last political generation in America 
It is on the university campus that Chan- 
cellor Hadley now professes to see some 
traces of the greatness that was Rome. It 
is from the younger generation that he ex. 
pects an era of statesmanship that may rival 
the past. statesmanship that will combine 
modern scientific knowledge with the skiil 
of the old statecraft. 

Chancellor Hadley places the scientist in 
the front rank of the world today. Men of 
talent, genius even, have not sought out the 
public forum but the laboratory. 

“T found,” he said, in the course of «an 
interview in which he summed up the re- 
sults of five vears of reflection. ‘‘when com- 
paring the two civilizations—-Rome and the 
world today--a marked resemblance  be- 
tween men in public life in our age and 
those who laid the foundations of Roman 
civilization. This similarity was so marked 
that it was often possible to draw individual 
com parisone. . 

“There was, for example, U. S. Circuit 
Judge William C. Hook. Judge Hook might 
have posed for a buat of Juliua Caesar, 80 
striking was the resemblance 


«6 TILL another example ia Elihu 
Root and the statue of Augustus 
the first Emperor, in his robes of a 
Senator This is marked. Yet another example 
is John Kennieh, who was a State Supreme

“Close atudy of Roman coins and busts 
in comparison with photographs would re- 
veal, ] believe, that the list of individua)s 
might be greatly Increased. I have known 
inany bankers and heads of great financial 
institutions who bore marked 
to the powerful and wise Agrippa 

“The distinguishing characteristics of al! 
these faces were a good forehead, high and 
Straight, receding only slightly, a jong, wel}- 
proportioned nose, a sensitive mouth and 
@a Tather thin face. The faces of the lead- 
ers of both akee were distinctly intellectual 

“The ancient Romans resulted from the 
Saine process of blending aa did the En-

the present age would be 
very much the same as those 
of the Roman era. 

‘Nor is it as far fetched as 
it first seems to compare the careers of the 
statesmen of the two periods. The careers 
of Augustus, of Julius Caesar and of Pompe) 
were more spectacular than those of the 
statesmen of the past generation, but in re- 
ality they achieved no more solid and lasting 
benefits for civilization than did. for ex. 
ample, Elihu Root. 

“Not as a general in the field, welding 
together an empire, nor as a dictator with 
aimost imperial power did Root work out 
his destiny His contributions to cifviliza- 
tion were made through the procesaea of 
the laws of a democracy and itt 1s 
known that democracy does not entruat 
great power to individual leaders 

‘‘Leaders in a detrocracy must work out 
their careers through the medium of the 
popular will. The democracy of the present 
day does not make the full wee of its lead- 
era that it might. There is the spectaele of 
a Roosevelt dying of a broken heart be- 
cause he could not achieve what he held to 


be for the hizhesrt rood 
< decline of present dav statesmanship 
The history of the first 50. 75, even 
100 years of the United States is the his- 
tory of an aristocratic republic. Just as 
the Roman leaders. during the Repubhiic, 
Kenerals, statesmen and = senators were 
chosen from the aristocratic families of 
Rome 80 were the statesmen of the last 
generation chosen from the oldest and tmuost 
distinguished families These old families 
were rooted in a strong and noble 
cept of government. When thes took 
fice, they held definite ideals of pxovern 
ment which they maintained unswervine- 
ly, regardless of popular clamou!

The havoc of set- 
ting the man of science to a task of de- 
struction was well demonstrated in the 
World War. And we cannot look to second- 
rate statesmen for this achievement. 

“On every university campus one can see 
faces that are strikingly like those repre- 
sented im the busts of Roman youths 
and Roman coins They In- 
tellectual] faces They have many of 
the characteristics of the faces of the 
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Judge W. C. Hook and 
a bust of Julius Caesar. 


lege girls bear no slight resem- 
blance to the representations 
which we have of the noblest 
Roman women—that I look for 
a solution of the problems of 
atatecraft that vex the present 
day world. Many of these youny 
men and young women are 
electing to study the modern 
science of statesmanship. 
“Moreover, ublversities 
throughout the nation are com- 
ing to regard the science of 
government as of the highest 
importance. For example, at 
Washington University we have five 
full professors in the social sciences. 
Each professor takes a section of the 
freshman class, and thus every fresh- 
man receives a year's inatruction in 
history, economics and the science of 
government. 

“A new attitude in this respect is 
also found among an increasing number of 
students. One direct testimony to this isa the 
audiences we have had for three debates on 
governmental questions that have been held 
this year. It was necessary to hold one of 
these debates in the field house so areat 
was the interest. 


6¢ . SIGNIFICANT development in the 


direction of this tendency Is the 

Robert Brookings Graduate Schoo! 
of Economics and Government in Washing- 
ton. This school was established with tw» 
purposes in mind, training men for govern 
ment service and equipping them to teac?

“I find you xullty of the murder of Caesar 
Cagie,’ Young said as I was brought be- 
fore him. And he ordered me thrown Into 


the jail downstairs. 


WARK thrown into a cel.; threatened and 
cursed by klansmen. I asked one of them, 
a brother Knight of Pythias, to go and 
get me some fever medicine; the only reply l 
got from him was, ‘You will not need fever 
medicine by the time we get through with 
vou.’ Severai times during the time that I 
was in the cell, my tormentors woold come 
to me and aay, ‘We ought to go tn and kill 
him.’

my incarceration at Herrin, 
fellows, who had. seen 
service overseas, were thrown titnto 
jail’ they were put in the run-a-round; 
there compelled to lay on the cold cement 
with a newspaper for ai bed. 
also subjected to vile abuse. 
I asked them what was the charge 
against them; they told me that they did 
not know All they had done was to say 
something, in public, derogatory to the kian. 
Not satisfied with thelr verbal abuse, our 
tormentorsa shut off the heat; this in spite 
of the bitter cold wintry weather. 

After having laid in the city jail at Her- 
rin, without medical attention, from Satur- 
day giorning until five p. m. Sunday, Febru- 
ary 10th, I was taken out of the Herrin 
jat! and put in an automobile. Three car- 
loads of khlanamen, armed to the teeth, took 
me to Urbana Jail—aa they said, for safe 
keeping. At this time Herrin was under 
military occupancy, the troops haviug been 
sent there at my request. 

Despite my weak condition, my captors 
drove al) through the night; we arrived at 
the county jail at Urbana at 6 a. m. on 
Monday morning... February 11. There I 
wae again thrown Into jail; my tormentors 
having subjected me to the most vile abuse, 
and threats. during the whole of the drive 
from Herrin to Urbana 3 

I jaid {n jail ip Urbana unti! Wednesday. 
February 13. shortly before noon of that 
day 1 wae taken into custody by the Cor- 
oner of Williamson County, who was ac- 
companied by troops. The Coroner was act- 
ing under the orders of the State's Attor- 
nes, for me to appear before the Coroner's 
jury, which was then ip session at Herrin. 
sitting In the inquest as to the killing of 
Caxie. fkiowever, I was taken to Marion; 
there released, due to the fact that I had 
no knowledge of the celireumatances§ sur- 
rounding the killing of Cagle

T THIS time Gienn Young was acting 

os the (aelf-constituted) Chief of Po- 

lice at Herrin; he was not even a lega! 
resident there at that time, or even of Wil- 
Hamsaon County In all, some 40 men were 
arrested for the killing of Cagle. 

These arrests !ncluded Mayor Anderson, 
also Mr A. T. Pace, the former Mayor of 
Herrin and foreman of the Coroner's jury 
that was sitting on the Cagle !nquest. Pace 
was arrested by Young on this trumped up 
charge to prevent him sitting on the jury 
Pace was at a meeting of the Herrin School 
Hoard at the time Cagle waa shot. Young 
held Pace tn custody until the officer in 
charge of the troops ordered Young to re 
lease him 

Out of all the arreste I have mentioned. 
oply two men were indicted for tbe killing 
of Cale; this in spite of the fact that 
Jackie Howe, the State's chief witness, a 
kKianeman. testified to the State's Attorney 
that he was mistaken tn the identity of the 
two men. that the two men indicted were 
not the two men who did the killing Cagle's 
fcther spoke in open court: he pleaded for 
in an earnest, tearful manner and 
asked for the release of these two men, on 
the grounds that there was no evidence to 
convict them 

Until now. I have not been indicted or 
tried on the charge of killing Caesar Cagle. 
The whole affair of my errest on this 
charge waa without grounds of merit or 
justice
